The City Council of the City of Torrance convened in a Regular
Meeting in the City Hall, Torrance, California, on Tuesday,
July 23rd., 1935.

Meeting was called to order by Mayor Ludlow at 7:45 P.M.

City Clerk Bartlett called the roll. Those answering present
were Councilmen: Hitchcock, Klusman, Stanger, Tolson and Ludlow.

Councilman Hitchcock moved the minutes of the regular meeting
of July 9th., 1935, be approved as written. Councilman Stanger
seconded the motion, which was carried unanimously.

A communication was read from Loughridge Motor Service bringing
attention to the necessity of an overhead street light at the inter-
section of Roosevelt Highway and Hawthorne Ave., in Walteria,
Councilman Stanger moved that the proper signals and overhead light
be installed. Councilmen Hitchecock seconded the motion, which was
carried unanimously. City Engineer Leonard to look into this matter.

A communication was read from Automobile Club of Southern
California relative to removal of stop sign on the old Wilmington-
Redondo Road.

and five monthly payments of $200.00, body to cost $100.00 and to be
billed separately. Councilman Stanger seconded the motion, the record
